1. These rules may be called the Andaman and Nicobar Islands Port (Amendment) Rules, 2007. 

2 In the Andaman and Nicobar Islands Ports Rules, 2004, after the rule 98, following rule shall be 

inserted 

98(A) The criteria/or norms to determine the Bank Guarantee for Ship Breaking shall be Rupees Fifty 
per Gross Tonnage of the vessel subject to minimum of Rupees two Lakhs.”.
